The ftiraicre of Fultojj county, ac- 


cording to a liecaecter (Jud.) dispatch 
to tha 'St. Louis Pejrt-EHepatch, are 
preparing for the annual gravel ron,d 
construction. Alsiest every neighbor- 
hood nevr haa Its stretch of smooth 
road as a direct result of the industry 
of the farmers. With the graders the 
farmers use it takes but a short tinae 
to grade a road and make It ready for 
the gravel. 
The gravel is obtained 


from the nearest pit and is paid for by 
the township trustee. 


As soon as everything ia in readiness 


for the work to begin some one Is ap- 
pointed to direct it. Subscription pa- 
pers are circulated, one asking tor cash 
and others for donations of labor. The 
time for the labor is fixed tor a period 
of open weather daring the winter. It 
is common for the farmers tc build a 
mile of road during one season, and the 
completion el each section seenaa to 
make the people Mere anxious to build 
another. 
Often tke business men of 


towns on a road contribute to ths 
cause. This county new haa some of 
the best permanent roads in the state, 
and they have all been built under this 
plan.

eign matter tkat is nnaveidably oeilected 
with it aad appareatly amalgamates 
without destroying tko characteristics of 
the harder snatcrial.

•hells moving toward the same point 
would indaee tke supposition that more 
reclaimed land was being tilled in with 
material tkat would exclude the possi- 
bility of sack laad ever being used as 
a market garden, or it might be t&ken for 
granted that another duaijt heap was al- 
lowed in seme of tke still unoccupied 
upper west sid* lots. 
Knt if curiosity 


should lead to investigation it would be 
foand that tke carts were bound for a 
big yard at Fifty-fourth street and the 
Karth river, where they deposited their 
leads.

that a considerable hill of shell is formed. 
This beiag excavated from the bottom 
as loads are again carried away leaves 
tke mass with the appearance of haviug 
boen geolegically formed and offers a 
curions eight to tke uninitiated.

the shells are used la one of the most 
astonishing thing* to these ignorant of 
the value of the material for anything 
except ailing in streets and making beach 
drives, svek as that one famous in the 
history of Savannah. Bnt this shell suf- 
fers a curious change. It is sold to the 
gasworks and is used as a purifier.— 
New York Tribune.

IB all kinds of 
dice there are sold of tb* square corner- 
ed variety 10 timei, perhaps 20 times, 
•8 many us of those made with rounded 
cornor«. Round cornered dice are often 
used in pl?.yhii: backgammon; they wear 
a hoard Irss than square cornersd die* 
v,culd and roll easier. There are mad* 
tome black boa* dice with white spots, 
but the sale of these is comparatively 
limited. The jreat majority of the very 
large number of bone die* sold are in 
the form of the familiar white cubes 
with black spot*. 


Celluloid dice, which are mnde in this 


country, are of both opaque and trans- 
parent material. 
The transparent dtce 


are mnde in saffron color, in magenta 
and in green, the opaque in imitation of 
ivory. The imitation ivory dice are fin- 
ished in various ways as to the color of 
the spots, torn* being made with black 
spots and some with spots of blue and 
some with red spots. The speta on the 
various transparent dice arc made white. 
These various kinds of celluloid die* are 
made in seven sixes. 


There are made in celluloid two styles 


of poker dice, one octahedron shaped and 
containing on its ti(kt faces representa- 
tions of th* seven, eight, nine, jack, 
qneea, king and ace of ordinary playing 
cards; the ether pekcr die* is cube 
shaped, contaiaiag on its faces, instead 
of the spots numbering from one to six 
as seea nn com sunn dice, representations 
»f the ordinary playing cards from tbe 
nine spot to tke ace inclusive. 


Diee are mad* in various sizes of vege- 


table ivory, of ivory and of pearl. Tb* 
most costly dice are those of pearl. A set 
ef five of medium size would cost at re- 
tail about $7.50. Some of the bone dice 
are very cheap, dice of small size selling 
at retail for 1 cent apiece or 10 cents a 
dozen. 


A considerable number of dice of one 


kind and another are sold for nse in the 
household. All cabinets made to hold 
cards and counters and so on have a coru- 
partmeut for dice, which are part of the 
equipment, and many dice for such nse 
are sold separately. 


Take it altogether, the consumption of 


dice in this country amounts to millions 
annually.—New Tork Sun.

There is no better physical expression 


oi' I he progress of the 19th century, Dr. 


I Bascom said, than the railroads, Much 
o.' the activity of the last 50 years has 
grown as a result of their development. 
He- traced the changes from the time 
Peter Cooper's engine was distanced in 
a tace with a horse to the present time, 
as showing the 
wonderfully 
rap.d 


growth of this form of entero.-iso. 


All social life was altered by the rail- 


rcati. Rapidity of movement was tue 
natural result of an agency that ?ave 
our c'ommercial life 20 tim«s the rap- 
idity it had 50 years ayo. The man who 
drives an oi team is slow of speech and 
of movement and of thought. The man 
who drive* fast horses becomes fast 
himself, while the man who moves by 
the railroad naturally learns to think 
and act quickly. The influence of the 
railroads is shown for example in the 
fact that the great cities of the country 
have discarded the sun as a regulator 
of time, and accepted the time as set 
for them by the railroads1, although in 
some cnsos it is half an heur out of the 
way by the :;un. 


The second great result of the rail 


roads has been the greater centraliza- 
t'cn of population. At the beginning 
of the century a community with a 
ladius of five miles found as much in- 
convenience in cammunicati'on as a 
community with a. radius of 50 miles 
ocss now. The height to which popu- 
lation is thrown up is a gauge of the 
pressure of the railroads. Williama- 
town has hardly reached' the three 
story stage. North Adams is at »ii-3 
six story stage, and the great cities are 
at the 25 story stage. This concentra- 
tion means' greater energy in the a"f- 
f.-..rs of life. 


There is in connection with th's cen- 


ttralization a reflex movement to ex- 
tend interests far wider than ever be- 
fore. The cities draw their supplies 
iromjho eritfre country Instead of from 
their inniir-diate vicinity. Milk from 
Berkshire goes to New Tork, an1! fre«h 
meat from this country cover* Euro;-,-. 
In fact, to enjoy all the advantage,-? of 
the country 'at once, one must nov: go 
to the cities, where these advantages 
center. 
Under old methods of^cOm- 


munication it would have been im 
possible to feed a city like New Tork. 
And the famines of India are due large- 
ly to the lack of communication, 
for there is always food enough in that 
country to feed ita people, although it 
is not properly distributed. 


Incidental to these changes, certain 


evils have sprung up, which concern 
the four parties interested in a rail- 
road, the employes, the stockholders, 
th« public, and the managers. The 
three former classes are usually com- 
plaining that they eufter at the hands 
'of the managers. 


Beginning with the employes. There 


are about 909,000 of them in the coun- 
try, forming a peculiar class divorced 
from the ordinary influences of locality 
But there is n'o class on whom there 
rests greater responsibilities of an im- 
mediate nature. 
They deserve 
far 


more attention than they receive, and 
should be protected by some form of 
control like civil service. "The manage- 
ment of the railroad, are careless, of 
their lives and welfare a,nd should be 
forced by law and public opinion to re- 
gard these. 


The r.lockholders have many griev- 


ances, although it is in their interests 
that the managers should be working. 
The early period of railroad construc- 
tion was that when every town was 
anxious to secure a road, just as was 
North Adams years ago, and the citi- 
zens took shares, not with the idea of 
getting direct returns on their invest- 
ment, but for tha good of the town. 
And I am giad, said Dr. Bascom, that 
North Adams has not followed 
the 


shameful practice of Willjamstown in 
trying to shake off obligations con- 
tracted in this way. The second pcri'od 
was that of speculation, when railroads 
v fre better lor then remit; prot>pi.i.ls 
than for present investments. Men like 
Jay Gould got hold of thenv and made 
millions by justing the values. Then 
came the prc-snt period of combination, 
in which it must be remembered that 
when stock is issued, it should be only 
for an equivalent return, or the public 
is treated dishonestly. 


It is the public, however, whose cr*i- 


nection with the railroads offers the 
greatest room for complaint. The roads 
have served the public satisfactorily 
in one way, and not in another. In 
the point of service, a country like 
Germany provides better for the public 
by insisting that every section thai! 
have enough and not too much railroad 
accommodation, and that there shall be 
easy passage from one-road to another 
in the -way »f connections. In this 
country this point is not provided for. 
Dr. Ba»com instanced a trip from this 
city to Great Harrington, where be- 


< .it:so the Bo«ton and Albany t:ain was 
three minute* late tn niching Fitts- 


wait for It, and passengers were forced 
to long delay a. There has not been a i 
time since I have lived in the "county, 
he salt), when it ha* been convenient to 
get from one end of the county to the 
other. 


On the matter of ratef, there Is not 


mudh complaint so far as they are 
directly concerned, 
In passenger or 


freight, but there is rt>om for objection 
to the division of rates, or unfair dis- 
crimination by which one shipper gets 
more advantageous freight rates than 
another, a difference that to many a firm 
has meant success or failure. Shippers 
should be assured of publicity, uni- 
formity and equality in the rates given 
by the railroads. 


Dr. Bascem on this point repeated 


many of the points of his lecture on 
trusts last year, instancing the enor- 
mous success of the Standard oil com- 
pany, due almost entirely to discrim- 
ination in freight rates in their favor. 


There are three ways to remedy this.' 


by competition, regulation and public 
ownership. The first is not fitted to i ,- 
railroads, where if ever there should i 
be no competition, but e healthy econ- 
omy of investment. 
Regulation we 


have tried, and it has so far failed, be- 
cause the inte'Mta.te commerce commis- 
sion was- not ffiven suitable powers.
